Disk Preparation 

Before you install any software, it is critical that your hard drive be in proper working order. 
We recommend running ScanDisk and Disk Defragmenter. 

ScanDisk searches your hard drive for lost allocation units as well as cross-linked files and 
directories. Disk Defragmenter ensures that your data is sorted properly. Failure to verify this 
may result in corrupt data. 
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To run ScanDisk: 

1. Left-click the Start button from the Windows Taskbar. The Start menu opens. 

2. From the Start menu, select Run. 

3. In the Run dialog box, type scandisk, then click OK. The Setup screen appears. 

• Make sure a check mark appears in the Automatically Fix Errors box, then select the 
drive to which you are installing the game (e.g., C:). 

4. Click START to begin ScanDisk. 
To run Disk Defragmenter: 

1. Left-click the Start button from the Windows Taskbar. The Start menu opens. 

2. From the Start menu, select Run. 

3. In the Run dialog box, type defrag, then click OK. The Setup screen appears. 

• Select the drive to which you are installing the game 

4. Click OK to begin Disk Defragmenter. 



DirectX Installation Notes 

READ THIS SECTION COMPLETELY BEFORE PLAYING ULTIMA™ IX: ASCENSION 
OR INSTALLING THE DIRECTX DRIVERS. 

DirectX is an Application Programming Interface that gives Windows 95/98 based applica- 
tions high-performance, real-time access to your hardware, while reducing the complexity of 
installing and configuring your hardware. This makes the DirectX API well suited for 
Windows 95/98 games. 

Ultima™ IX: Ascension uses the DirectX 7 API (the latest iteration of DirectX at the time of 
release) and includes DirectX 7 files which you can install. 

Two DirectX components, DirectDraw™, DirectSound™, and Direct 3D may require updat- 
ing your video card and sound card drivers respectively for proper operation of these compo- 
nents. Using video card and sound card drivers that do not support DirectX will result in dis- 
play and audio problems in DirectX applications. 

During DirectX installation, your video card and sound card drivers will be updated if neces- 
sary. The DirectX 7 files included with Ultima IX: Ascension include drivers for most video 
cards and sound cards from the major manufacturers of these peripherals. For new hardware, 
and for lesser-known brands of peripherals, you may have to contact your manufacturer to 
obtain drivers that support DirectX. 
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Note: During DirectX 7 installation, if you use a video card or sound card driver from 
your manufacturer that supports DirectX but is not yet Certified by Microsoft, you are 
prompted to replace the driver with a Certified driver. For video cards, we recommend 
not replacing your manufacturer's video card driver in this situation. Some manufacturers 
rely on their specific driver for functionality of their display utilities programs. Replacing 
the manufacturer's driver with Microsoft's driver may disable the functionality of these 
utility programs. 

After installing DirectX 7, check to see if your video card or sound card drivers have DirectX 
support: 

1. With the Ultima IX: Ascension CD in your CD drive, click the Start button on your 
Windows Taskbar, then click Run. . . 

2. In the Run dialog box, type d:\directx7\dxdiag, then click OK (substitute the correct 
letter of your CD drive if other than 'D:'). 

3. Look at Display Driver and Sound Drivers by clicking on their respective tabs. 

The Drivers section displays the driver version number and whether or not your driver is 
Certified by Microsoft as supporting DirectX 7. 

O If the Certified field states "No" in this section, you should contact your manufacturer to 
obtain updated drivers that support DirectX 7. 

O If the Certified field states "Yes" in this section, your video card or sound card supports 
DirectX 7.0 and should work properly in DirectX 7 applications. 
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Installing the Game 

To install Ultima IX: Ascension: 

1. Start the Windows® 95/98 operating system. 

2. Insert your Ultima IX:Ascension INSTALL Disc into the CD-ROM drive. The autorun 
screen should appear. (If not, open My Computer and double-left-click on your CD-ROM 
drive icon, then double-left-click on the file named AUTORUN.EXE) 

3. Click on INSTALL to start the installation process. 

4. The program will then start the installation process. Its first step will be to automatically 
check your version if you have DirectX 7 already installed. If it is the case, just press CON- 
TINUE. If not, just click on INSTALL DIRECTX. 

5. A SYSTEM PERFORMANCE window will then display your system's CPU and RAM 
information. Just click on NEXT. 

6. The following screen will help you select the 3D Accelerator and its software interface for 
the game. You can manually fill in this information, or you can select Autoconfigure to 
have SETUP detect your 3D hardware for you. Glide® is the 3D interface used only for the 
3Dfx Voodoo™ family of chips. Direct3D is Microsoft's 3D interface, and applies to a vari- 
ety of hardware devices. If you select Direct3D, you must also select your desired 3D device 
from the pulldown list, if you have more than one 3D video device installed. If you have a 
3 DFX Voodoo 3D accelerator, make sure Glide is the option selected. 

7. The program will then present you a Texture Mapping Selection Screen. 8-bit textures 
provide increased performance on older 3D hardware, but at the loss of some visual quality. 
16-bit textures provide better visual quality, but require more recent 3D hardware to run 
well. Not all 3D cards support both 8 and 16-bit textures. If you're not absolutely certain 
which your card supports, select Autoconfigure to have SETUP make this determination 
for you. 

If you have a Direct3D accelerator, and 16-bit textures have been selected, a COM- 
PRESSED FOR D3D option is available. This option will enable the installation of smaller 
compressed 16-bit texture files which will be decompressed in the game. Certain Direct3D 
cards have a built-in function to accelerate this Direct3D Texture Decompression process. 

8. The following screen will let you select the screen resolution you wish to run Ultima IX: 
Ascension in. Lower resolutions can provide increased performance. Higher resolutions can 
provide increased visual quality. 

9. You will then be able to configure your mip-mapping settings. Mip-mapping is a 3D func 
tion which can enhance the visual quality of the game rendering. 

You can turn mip-mapping on or off, and you can select the highest detail level of texture 
used by the game. Each texture in Ultima IX: Ascension comes in multiple detail levels. 
Turning mip-mapping on allows the 3D hardware to dynamically choose different detail lev- 
els, based on the distance of an object from the viewer; this increases visual quality. 
However, it can also cause lower performance, and requires more texture memory on your 
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hardware. If your 3D hardware has very little texture RAM, you can select a lower detail 
level for your textures. The world will look blurrier, but the game will run faster. As before, 
you can select Autoconfigure to have SETUP attempt to select the best settings for you. 

10. Your last step will be to select your audio settings. If you have more than one audio device 
installed in your system, please select the device you wish Ultima IX: Ascension to use. You 
may also enable the EAX audio feature, if your hardware supports it. Select Autoconfigure 
to have SETUP configure these settings for you. EAX™ is the Environmental Audio tech- 
nology provided by Creative Labs. If your hardware supports EAX, and you enable this fea- 
ture, the sounds in the game are modified by the environment in the game world, adding 
realism and depth. 

11. Accept the default installation destination (c:\program files \ origin systems \ ultima IX- 
ascension), or click Browse to select another installation destination. 

• To install to another location, select the drive and type in a new folder path (e.g., 
D:games\ Ultima IX), and click OK. You can also left-click on an existing folder to 
select it. The program asks you to create this directory if it does not exist. 

• Use the Drives: pull down menu to find out how much space is available or to install to 
the default installation on a different drive (for example, D:\origin systems \ ultima IX). 

12. Click Next> 

13. Select on install type, then click Next> to begin copying files to your hard drive. 

• Custom: Select 8-bit or 16-bit textures as well as speech and music. 

• Full: All files including music and speech 

• Typical: Installs only those files necessary to run the game. 

14. Select a program folder to place the game icons. 

15. After you have selected your options, the program will copy all the necessary files on your 
Hard Drive. 

You will then be able to start playing. 

Uninstalling/re-installing the Game 

If you are having problems or the game did not install correctly the first time, we recommend 
re- installing the game. 

To re- install Ultima IX: Ascension: 

1. Start the Windows 95/98 operating system. 

2. Left-Click on Start > Programs > Origin Systems > Ultima IX - Ascension > Uninstall 
Ultima IX - Ascension. 

3. Start the installation process as described in the INSTALLING THE GAME section. 
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Starting the Game 

To start Ultima IX: Ascension: 

h Start the Windows 95/98 operating system. 

2. Insert your Ultima IX:Ascension GAME Disc into the CD-ROM drive. The install 
screen should appear. (If not, open My Computer and doubie-left-click on your CD- 
ROM drive icon, then double-left-click on the file named AUTORUN.EXE) 

3. Click on PLAY to start the game. 

Modifying Configuration 

If you want to modify your 3D or audio settings after installing the game, you can do so by 
choosing the SETUP option on the autorun screen. 

To modify Ultima IX: Ascension: 

1. Start the Windows 95/98 operating system. 

2. Insert your Ultima IX:Ascension INSTALL Disc into the CD-ROM drive. The install 
screen should appear. (If not, open My Computer and double-left-click on your CD- 
ROM drive icon, then double-left-click on the file named AUTORUN.EXE) 

3. Click on SETUP to start the setup process. 

4. Click Save to save changes. 

Note: Modifying certain options like switching from 8-bit to 16-bit may require you to 
re-install the game.

If you followed the directions and still have trouble installing or operating the software, 
below are some hints that might help solve the problem. 
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CD Problems 

An 8x-speed or faster CD-ROM drive is required to run Ultima IX: Ascension. 
Receive "File not found" error message when installing or running the game 

• Make sure the CD is in the CD drive. The CD must be in the drive to install or run the 
game. 

• Make sure the CD is not scratched or damaged. 
CD-ROM Performance Problems 

• Make sure you are using a 32-bit native Windows 95/98 driver to control your CD-ROM 
drive. You can configure these drivers with the Device Manager found in Start > Control 
Panel > System Properties. 

• Do not use a DOS-based 16-bit driver to control your CD-ROM (loaded in 
CONFIG.SYS) as it may significantly reduce performance. 

Choppy or stuttering video or audio 

You may be able to resolve these problems by adjusting the CD-ROM read-ahead cache. 
To adjust the read-ahead cache: 

1. At the Windows 95/98 desktop, right-click the My Computer icon, then choose 
Properties from the pop-up menu. 

2. Click the Performance tab, then click File System... 

3. Click the CD-ROM tab, then click in the Optimize access pattern for: box, and choose 
QUAD-SPEED OR HIGHER. 

4. Move the Supplemental cache size: slider to SMALL, then click Apply. 

Note: Moving the slider to LARGE does not improve Ultima IX: Ascension video perfor- 
mance, and may actually hinder performance by reserving RAM that would otherwise be 
available for the game. 



Video Problems 

Ultima IX: Ascension requires a recent 8 MB 3D Graphics Accelerator with DirecrJD or 
Glide compatible drivers.

General Video Card Information 

• During DirectX installation, the DirectX setup program attempts to install a display driver 
for your video card that supports DirectDraw. If your video card driver does not have 
DirectDraw support, the DirectX setup program replaces your existing video card driver. In 
some cases, this may disable Manufacturer specific utilities for your video card. If you want 
to keep these utilities functional, you may have to obtain the latest drivers with 
DirectDraw support directly from the manufacturer of your video card. 

• If your video card driver already has DirectDraw support, but is not yet Certified by 
Microsoft, you are prompted to replace your current driver. In most cases, you should not 
replace your existing driver as it may disable Manufacturer specific utilities for your video 
card. If you have video-related problems using the uncertified DirectDraw drivers from 
your manufacturer, you may solve these problems by reinstalling DirectX and replacing 
your current video driver with a DirectX 7 video driver.

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Sound problems 

Ultima IX: Ascension requires a sound card with DirectSound support. If your sound card dri- 
ver does not have DirectSound support, you may experience choppy or stuttering sound, or 
sound that cuts in and out. In this case, we recommend obtaining updated drivers from your 
sound card manufacturer. 

Installed sound card, but there is no sound 

• Make sure your speakers or headphones are plugged into the appropriate jack and the vol- 
ume control is turned up. 

General Sound Card Information 

• During DirectX installation, the DirectX setup program attempts to install a sound driver 
which has DirectSound support for your sound card. If your sound card driver does not 
support DirectSound, the DirectX setup program attempts to replace your existing sound 
card driver. 

• Please consult your sound card manufacturer for updated drivers if DirectX 7 DirectSound 
drivers are not available for your sound card.

Armor 

Strength of total armor. If a weapon or piece of armor is magical, an icon appears below the 
bar. 

Breath Meter 

Breathable air level. When this is empty, the Avatar drowns. The deeper the water, the 
faster your meter decreases. Some water is so deep your breath meter decreases even when 
you are on the surface. These areas require a ship or magical aid to traverse. 

Compass 

The arrow points in the direction the Avatar is facing 

Money 

Display of how much gold the Avatar possesses 

Backpack 

You may store up to 20 items in the backpack 

Tool Belt 

Each of the 12 slots in the belt can be activated by the corresponding function key. Items 
and Spell Chits can be placed here. 
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Spell Book 

Clicking on this opens the Spellbook which has a listing of all Spells, Rituals, and a Magic 
Glossary. 

Journal 

Clicking on this opens the Journal which contains information on Vitals and Options. The 
Journal also contains a Diary and Ultima's History, as well as a Glossary. This is also the 
place you go to load and Save a game. 

Detailed Information on the Spell Book 
Casting Spells 

From Spellbook: 

Open spell book to appropriate page. Left click on available spell chit. The spellbook closes 
and the spell is cast. If the spell needs a target, the cursor turns blue while waiting for the 
target to be selected. When the blue cursor is over the desired target, press the left mouse 
button to cast. Escape from this mode by pressing ESC. 



From Tool belt 

The spell chits from the spellbook can also be dragged to your toolbelt. To cast, press the 
Function Key for the desired spell. The spell is cast at the location of the cursor. 



Remember to check your Mana Meter. Casting non-linear spells costs Mana. The higher 
the spell circle, the more Mana a spell costs. Duration spells use mana until cast again 
(turned off), or the Mana meter runs out. 



Detailed Information on the Journal 
Load and Save a Game 

This allows a player to Load, Save, and Start a new game. 

Diary 

Keeps track of important information you receive during the game. 
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Vitals 

Displays information on the Avatar's statistics. 

Options 

You are able to adjust game settings here. 
Viewable Item Distance 

Control how soon objects in the world are shown 
Additional Terrain Viewing 
Control how for out the terrain draws 
Description of Clipping Planes 

There are two clipping planes, one for terrain and one for items. Extending the terrain clip- 
ping plane allows you to see further to the horizon. The item's clipping plane controls how 
soon the objects in the world appear. The shorter your clipping plane the better the perfor- 
mance, the further out it is the better the detail. 

When you first install the game, the computer attempts to determine the optimal balance of 
performance versus detail. If you choose to reset the values after you have changed them the 
game, the computer returns to those settings. 

Conversation: 

Text Only - NPCs only show text on the screen for their conversations 

Voices Only - NPCs use recorded speech to speak to you. The only text is the Avatar's 
response options. 

Text and Voices - Both text and speech are used. 

Avatar Voice On Toggle - If this is checked, the Avatar speaks to each of the responses 
selected. 

Performance vs. Quality 

Adjust various other game options to speed up the game or improve quality 
Sound Options 

Sound FX Volume - Set the volume for premium sound as you play the game 

Music Volume - Adjust the music volume 

Speech Volume - Adjust the volume of in-game speech 
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Backpack 
Slots 

Each item takes up 1 slot. 




Each bag has 9 slots. Bags cannot be placed in another bag. 

Map 

Brings up a map of Britannia. The Avatar's location is indicated by a red push pin. 

Arrows 

Number of arrows in your quiver 

Spell Book 

Clicking on this opens the Spell book 

Journal 

Clicking on this opens the Journal 



Each stat has 4 levels. The Avatar starts the game with level One of each stat. These 
change throughout the game. 

The four stats are: Intelligence, Strength, Dexterity, and Weapon Level. 
Here is the breakdown of how the stats effect your gameplay: 

Intelligence 

Effects your Mana Level and spell power 

The four levels of Intelligence are: Dim, Smart, Brilliant, and Genius. 

Strength 

Effects Damage, Hit Points, and Defense 

The four levels of Strength are: Weak, Strong, Powerful, and Heroic. 
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Dexterity 

Effects weapon skill level 

The four levels of Dexterity are: Clumsy, Nimble, Proficient, and Adept. 

Weapon Level 

Each of the 5 weapon types has 4 moves. The Avatar begins the game with Level 1 in all 
weapon types. Training is the only way to increase a weapon level. The five types of 
Weapons are: Fists, 1 -Handed, 2-Handed, Staff, and Range. 

Poison 

When the Avatar is poisoned, the camera view warps and a portion of his health bar turns 
green. Unless the Avatar is cured (via potion, spell, or other means), his health slowly 
decreases until the green area is gone. If the green area fills the entire health bar the Avatar 
dies unless cured. 

Books / Scrolls / Notes 

Click on a Book / Scroll / Note to open it. Right Click anywhere to close it. To turn the 
page of a book, click on the upper left or upper right corner of the page. Left clicking on the 
bookmark returns you to the first page. 

Equipping / Removing Armor / Weapons / Items 

Armor, Weapons, Shields, and Lanterns / Torches are items which can be equipped. 

Dragging an equipped item onto the Avatar equips the item. If another item is already 
equipped, it is removed and placed into the Avatar's inventory. To remove an equipped 
item, go into hand mode and click and drag the item off of the Avatar. Some items require 
two hands to use. 

Using an Item 

Left Clicking on a useable item uses the item. 

Picking up and dropping Items 

Left Clicking and dragging an item picks it up. Releasing the Left Mouse button drops the 
item. Some items can be moved but cannot be placed in your inventory. If this is the case, 
a red X icon appears when you move the item over your backpack or tool belt. 
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Talking to People / Creatures 

Left click on the character with whom you wish to speak. If the character has something to 
say, you enter conversation mode. When you want to respond in the conversation, place the 
cursor over the desired response, and left click. When in conversation mode, most functions 
are locked out. 

Shopping 

Many merchants have wares to sell you. After you ask to look at their wares, you decide if 
you want to buy their goods. A buy gump appears near the goods you are considering. Click 
on the H sign to increase the number of items you would like to purchase. Click on the Q 
sign to decrease the number. Click on the arrow icons to scroll through the full list of wares 
available for sale. The cost for all items is shown in the Total Cost of Sale section. Click on 
the red seal to purchase the items. As long as you have enough gold, the items go into your 
inventory. If you do not have enough gold you need to remove some of the items from your 
shopping list. You may sell items in the same manner. 

Note: Merchants only buy items they find useful. Just because you need to sell some- 
thing, does not mean someone will buy it. Plan accordingly so you will always have 
enough gold to buy what you need without having to sell something.
